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FOREWORD 


This edition of the Bibliography includes for the first time publications of 
all faculty, students and staff of the School of Library Science. The broadening 
of scope reflects the physical “federation" of the two main physical facilities 
of the School: the “academic" facilities which have been housed at the 
Freiberger Library on the (former) Reserve campus, and the research and com¬ 
puting staff, until now housed in a separate and remote building near the edge 
of the University area. In the early fall of 1970, the “whole" School will move 
into common quarters on the South or (former) Case campus. The location, on 
the sixth floor of the Sears Library, will be close to the large science and tech¬ 
nology lending and reference collection stored on lower floors. 

For the first time in almost 15 years, research and supporting staff will be 
physically “integrated" with instructional personnel. The research facilities, 
including data-processing equipment, clerical staff, the coordination of printing 
and publishing, and the financial administration of internal and external funds, 
will be maintained by the Center for Documentation and Communication Research. 

Interesting trends in this year's bibliography include the increasing number 
of surveys and studies, histories and forecasts of the kinds and qualities of 
library service and manpower available in the field. (“The field" includes, in 
these examples, medical and hospital Iibraries, both nationwide and local; 
public libraries in Texas; academic libraries in Ohio; and school media centers.) 
Interesting also is the planned Festschrift for Jesse H. Shera listed under 
Conrad Rawski's name as Editor—interesting in its contents, melancholy only in 
that its occasion is the retirement in 1970 of the Dean. 

We hope that the wider spectrum of information problems considered in this 
Bibliography indicates to our subscribers—now over 2500—the ever-widening 
horizons of library and information science as these are supported by the on¬ 
going programs of the Center for Documentation and Communication Research.
